“We interrupt this program to bring you a special message,” 
a deep voice calmly says. ‘There is a Hurricane Watch in 
effect for the Northern Gulf coast from Grand Isle, Louisana 
to Cedar Key, Florida. Everyone within the watch should 
keep in touch with future advisories because warnings will 
probably be required for portions of this area tonight or early 
tomorrow morning. Marine interests and offshore industries 
should begin precautionary action immediately. Reports from 
an Air Force plane earlier tonight indicate that this hurricane 
is continually strengthening and the highest sustained winds 
are now 110 miles per hour. The central pressure is 969 
millibars . . . 28.61 inches. The hurricane is expected to 
strengthen and increase in size during the next 24 to 36 
hours.” 

That warning has been broadcast many times over the years 
here in Florida. It is a prelude to what is considered one of 
nature’s most devastating phenomenon ...a hurricane. And 
we have just entered the hurricane season, a span of months 
stretching from June through November. (continued on page 3) 





BUT WHAT ABOUT THUNDERSTORMS AND 
LIGHTNING? 


The highest incidence of thunderstorm activity in the 
United States occurs here in Central Florida... right where 
we are located. The reason is that over the middle of the 
state is an area where two different ocean systems meet and 
interface. When both systems push storm clouds together, 
they produce violent vertical movements of air cuasing light- 
ning, thunder, rain, high winds and sometimes hail. This 
thunderstorm activity occurs mostly in the summer with an 
average of 90 storms per year. 

The one byproduct of these thunderstorms which affects 
Walt Disney World most is lightning. 


Walt Disney World is very concerned with lightning and its 
effects. Jim Lence of our Safety Department told us that we 
have installed thousands of lightning rods (called air points) 
throughout our property. You can find them protruding from

But what is a hurricane? What makes it so devastating to 
life and property? A hurricane is essentially a gigantic atmo- 
spheric heat pump which reaches out hundreds of miles over 
tropical oceans and pulls in warm moist air from the ocean 
surface towards its low pressure center. As this air rushes 
inward at over a hundred miles an hour, the storm begins to 
feed on its own power and move forward. The in-rushing air 
begins to swirl in a counterclockwise direction, thus getting 
the name cyclone. 

And out of this gigantic storm goes two side-products 
which could affect us here at Walt Disney World . . . local 
flooding and high winds. However, the flooding is far more 
destructive than the wind. Atypical hurricane will drop be- 
tween 6 and 12 inches of rain in a day or two, far more than 
the flat countryside here in Central Florida can drain off. 
And along with the rain comes winds between 75 and 110 
miles per hour which can propell objects like missiles. 
Hurricanes do occur in Florida and surrounding states, so 
Walt Disney World each year prepares for them “just in 
case.” 





After four years of meetings and committee effort, the 
Emergency Planning Subcommittee has come up with its 
Hurricane Contingency Plan for Walt Disney World. Made up 
of representatives from every division throughout the com- 
pany, the Emergency Planning Subcommittee is headed by 
Tom Jones (Director, RCUC) and Bill Cullity (Manager of 
Fire Prevention). Their contingency plan lays out steps to be 
taken should a hurricane begin to threaten us. In part, their 
plan calls for preparations to begin as soon as Walt Disney 
World comes under the threat of a hurricane. As it becomes 
more and more of a probability that it will pass through here, 
additional steps are taken which include closing the Theme 
Park if necessary and establishing a rideout crew to stay here 
to maintain and operate essential services during the worst of 
the storm. 

The individual plans which would be undertaken are far too 
numerous to go into. But the committee has established cer- 
tain “conditions” which we would follow. 

CONDITION IV — (Hurricane within 72 hours of Walt 
Disney World and possibly headed this way) — General readi- 
ness imposed. Brief all personnel. Start clean up and tie down. 
Plan for next condition. 

CONDITION IlI — (Hurricane within 48 hours of Walt 
Disney World. Headed this way) — Selected emergency sup- 
plies are delivered throughout the property. Intensify clean 
up and tie down. Selected rideout personnel are given oppor- 





tunity to leave and secure personal property. An Emergency 
Control Center will be opened in MO-7. 

CONDITION II — (Hurricane within 24 hours) — Close the 
Theme Park. Campground trailers are removed. Scheduled 
hotel guests are notified of condition. All emergency supplies 
are delivered. Complete all clean up and tie down. Get ride- 
out crews ready. Turn in all excess vehicles and radios. All 
personnel not in rideout crew released from work. Central 
Energy Plant starts turning off all unnecessary electrical 
activities. 

CONDITION | — (Hurricane within 12 hours) — Shutdown 
all activities. Rideout crews and equipment in place and 
operational. 

To coordinate all of these activities, an Emergency Control 
Center would be set up in MO-7. It would be staffed by key 
representatives from Fire-Safety Departments, Facilities 
Engineering, Security and Reedy Creek Fire Department. 


From their control center, they would be in constant contact 
with all divisions and work areas to implement the appropriate 
phases of the contingency plan, coordinate the need for guest 
and employee evacuation, give logistical support and establish 
a liaison with outside emergency agencies. 

So what all of this comes down to is that through the 
efforts of Tom, Bill and the rest of the people working on our 
hurricane plans, Walt Disney World is ready in the event that 
nature turns her bad side towards us. Of course, the plans for 
your individual area will be told to you by your supervisor 
should the need arise, for the plans are designed so that each 
division coordinates for its own areas. But the knowledge that 
both the Emergency Planning Committee and your division 
have contingency plans in the event we do experience a hurri- 
cane is comforting as we enter the season.

the roof of almost every building here and towering above the 
treetops in our landscaped areas. Many have been “themed” 
to fit on a building without looking like a lightning rod, while 
still remaining functional. Many of our boats are equipped 
with them as well as other objects and areas you don’t usually 
think of as lightning protected. 

Some of our lightning protected areas operate on a princi- 
pal called the “cone of protection.” EYES & EARS asked 
Tom Frey, Chief Electrical Engineer of Facilities Engineering, 
to explain what the “cone” is. “We have found that if you 
put a lightning point, what you call a lightning rod, on top of 
a high object, then it will attract lightning to it. It will also 
attract lightning to it from a surrounding area and thus protect 
under it.” And since we have many high points here, their 
cones cross each other and set up a field covering the Theme 
Park. Our resorts are equipped in much the same way. Space 
Mountain was built with metal strips running down the out- 
side of each roof beam and across the top of the structure, 
thus making it a gigantic lightning rod in itself. It is so power- 
ful a rod in fact, that lightning wilt not normatty-strike it 
because it absorbs the loose electricity in the air before it has 
a chance to build up enough power to arc down out of the sky. 


So Walt Disney World is protected by one of the most 
modern and extensive lightning protection systems in the 
world. But we have never been a company to stop at the 
present ... SO we are investigating even more effective systems 
which someday could replace lightning rods. Willard Smith, 
Manager of Engineering and Construction for Reedy Creek 
Utility Company, told us what is presently being done here. 

"We are in the process of doing some scientific research on 
lightning here at Walt Disney World. Since we do get so many 
storms each year, this makes us a perfect place for the research,”

Willard said. Engineers from Reedy Creek Utility Company are 
going to be busy next week installing some highly sensitive 
cameras here. One will be on top of the Contemporary Resort 
and one on top of the Monorail Roundhouse building. These 
specially equipped cameras will be activated by a sensor when 
thunder storms are still many miles away. They will record 
lightning activity over the Theme Park for later study and 
evaluation. The cameras will record the rate of strikes, how 
effective our system is and how often we get lightning. 
Through this we hope to establish a better pre-warming system. 
The cameras are equipped with special lens filters which blot 
out everything but the actual bolt of lightning and the air 
around them. It is hoped that scientific study of these pictures 
may lead to more knowledge about lightning. 

Even though we have many engineers and scientists working 
for Walt Disney Productions and Walt Disney World, we have 
brought in a consultant to help us analyze lightning here. He 
is Dr. Rodney Bent, head of the Atlantic Scientific Corpora- 
tion. Dr. Bent is one of the leading scientists in the world 
today in upper atmosphere sciences. Through his help we 
hope to expand lightning knowledge and find out more about 
how our present lightning system works and what we can do 
to make it more effective.

So lightning is a very real part of our life here in Central 
Florida. To get ready for approaching lightning, here is an 
easy way to estimate how far off it is. When you see lightning 
off in the distance, count how many seconds it takes for you 
to hear the thunder. A rule of thumb is that five seconds are 
equal to one mile. That is, if you hear lightning and fifteen 


seconds later you hear thunder, then the storm is approximately 


three Mites away. S Aeons iae 





NATIONAL HURRICANE CENTER PROVIDES 
DATA 


Hurricanes are one of nature’s most devastating storms, but 
they are very predictable. Thanks to modern hurricane detec- 
tion advances, we can now monitor hurricanes from initial 
disturbances, to formation, to intensification to forecasting 
the hurricane’s future path. The National Weather Service 
and National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration have 
established the National Hurricane Center at the University 
of Miami for this purpose. 





There is a constant flow of weather data through the 
National Hurricane Center. Weather stations located through- 
out the United States and through the West Indies provide 
surface weather conditions to the Center. Then the National 
Meteorological Center near Washington, D.C. coordinates 
and analyzes data from ships at sea, aircraft and weather 
stations. It is then plotted by men and computers for the 
Northern Hemisphere. 

In addition, the National Environmental Satellite Service- 
Satellite Field Services Station, which is located in the 
National Hurricane Center, receives satellite photographs of 
the Western Hemisphere about every 30 minutes during day- 
light hours from the geostationary satellite ATS-3. In 
addition, a new satellite was put in orbit last year to further 
advance weather prediction. It is the geostationary GOES 
satellite which transmits infrared pictures of cloud cover 
over most of the hemisphere every 30 minutes 24 hours a 
day and also sends high resolution photographs of selected 
regions every 30 minutes during the daylight hours. 

Because of this highly sophisticated early detection 
system, the National Weather Service can not only track 
hurricanes, but track and predict other natural hazards such 
as tornados, violent thunderstorms, seismic sea waves (tidal 
waves) and seasonal floods. This advance warning is used 
here at Walt Disney World to start emergency preparations 
should a hurricane turn our way.
